1. Education of the general public so aa to give them a better understand¬ 
ing concerning homosexuality and sex variation, so that all persons may 
be accepted aa individuals for their own worth and not blindly condemned 
for their emotional make-up j. to correct general miaoonoeptions, bigotries, 
and prejudices resulting from lack of accurate information regarding sex 
variants* 

2. Education of the homosexuals themselves so that they may better under¬ 
stand not only the causes and conditions of homosexuality, but formulate 
an adjustment and pattern of behavior that is acceptable to society in 
general and compatible with recognised institutions of a moral and civi¬ 
lized society with respect for the sanctity of home, church and state. 

INTEGRATION 


X, Since homosexuals desire acceptance in society, it behooves them to as¬ 
sume community responsibility. They should, as individuals, actively 
affiliate with community endeavors, such as civic and welfare organiza¬ 
tions, religious activities, and oitizanship responsibilities, instead 
of attempting to withdraw into an invert society of their own* For only 
aa they make positive contributions to the general welfare can they ex¬ 
pect acceptance and full assimilation into the communities in which they 
live, 

2, The long-term aim is not only to support well-adjusted homosexuals with 
full integration into society, but to give special aid to maladjusted 
homosexuals for their own welfare as we11 as that of the community* 

SOCIAL ACTION 

1* To secure the active cooperation and support of existing institutions 
such as psychology departments of universities, state and city welfare 
groups, mental hygiene departments, and law-enforcement agencies in pur¬ 
suing the programs of education and integration, 

2, To contact legislators regarding both existing discriminatory statutes 
and proposed revisions and additions to the criminal code in keepting 
with the findings of leading psychiatrists and scientific researoh or¬ 
ganizations, so that laws may be promulgated with respect to a realistic 
attitude toward the behavior of human beings* 

3. To eliminate widespread discrimination in the fields of employment, in 
the professions and in society, as well as to attain personal social 
acceptance among the respectable members of any community.

The rules become a strait-jacket only if 
some members in the group make them. 

The task becomes tedious if the business 
itself is tedious and ivclved, or the 
chairmen not alert and oho assembly too 
bothered with technicalities.

practices in the British Parliament and 
our C'ri£re3.a, end adapted to t)ie needs of 
less pretentious societies in the last 
seventy-five years gained almost univer¬ 
sal recognition.

’on the floor. 

The rules declare certain votes are null 
and void even if unanimous, if in con¬ 
flict with the basic laws of the organi¬ 
zation’s Constitution. Thus while an 
authorized assembly could, by legality 
of proper proceedure, aminend the society 9 
Constitution, it could not bote to ignore 
it. If it did so vote, action would be 
illegal.

The name of this organization shall be the Mattachine Society. 
The society shall be comprised of raersone Hio are duly 
initiated members of a chartered, chapter. 

Members shall be admitted regardless of race, color, or creed. 
No provision shall be made to destroy the anonymity of any 
member without his permission. 


The General Convention shall be tho supreme governing body of 
the organization. 

The General Convention shall be composed of all officers 
elected by the previous convention and delegates from each 
chapter. 

Guests of the convention may be invited only at the discretion 
of the Coordinating Council. 

The General Convention shall elect a chairman, tv;o vice -

The Gereral Convention shall elect a convention chairman vho 
shall preside until the election of permanent officers for the 
following year. 

The General Convention shall have the following Standing 
Committees: Research, Legislative, and Publications. 

Voting in Convention shall be on the folioring basis: each 
chapter shall have one vote for every five (5) members, but 
each chapter shall have at least one (1) vote. 

Each chapter may divide its votes on a numerical basis to 
increase delegate participation. 

The members of the convention as provided by A rticle II, 
Section 2a shall have one vote each. No officer as provided 
by Article II, Section 2a shall serve r.s r. Chapter delegate. 
The General Convention shall retain the po'er to permanently 
grant and revoke Chapter Charters. 

The General Convention shall have the cover to levy dues. 


The Coordinating Council shall be composed of the Officers 
e3.ected by the General Convention, the Chairmen of the A rea 
Councils, and the Chairmen of the Standing Committees.

Such cases arc 
commonest in families that have 
been disrupted by the death of one 
parent, by divorce cr separation, 
or by constant bickering between 
husband and wife. But they are nisi 
found,.and all too often, in fami¬ 
lies that consider themselves nor¬ 
mal in every way. Then parents 
scourge themselves with the quest¬ 
ion: "What did we do wrong?”

no sign of growing out of it natur¬ 
ally, Partly because of string 
>oci’l prejudices, partly because 
the topic was so.long under a 
strict taboo, ignorance about it is 
almost universal. What are its 
causes?

* Homosexuality is not an inherited 
taint. There is no reason to be¬ 
lieve that there is even an in¬ 
herited tendency or susceptibility 
to it. Nobody is born with it, end 
it is not glandular in origin. It 
is not a disease in itself but is 
o symptom of an underlying emotional 
disorder.- This disorder may be of 
any kind and any degree of severity. 
It may be a common neurosis that 
leaves the patient outwardly well 
enough to .go about his affairs, and 
amenable to treatment if he chooses 
to accept it. Or the vietern may be. 
r psychopathic personality, with a 
defective conscience or inadequate 
sense of responsibility toward 
others, and virtually impossible 
for psychiatrists to treat success¬ 
fully. Or he may be a schizophrenic 
(r .lit personality); many of these 
respond'well to treatment. 


Some parents berate the boy more 
than themselves. Last week, when 
HerlOw Fraden was indicted*'for the 
cockt}. il murder of his parents in 
The Bronx, he was quoted «« saying 
that he had killed then because 
"his mother called him s °fairy." 


Though homosexuality may have its 
origin in early childhood, it is 
generally not until the beginning 
of adolescence that a boy gives 
overt signs of it. At this stage, 
responsiblity lies most heavily 
upon the parents. They need to 
know that in every human persona¬ 
lity there are both masculine and 
feminine traits, and that puberty 
being a time of great stress and 
adjustment, is also a time for ex* 
;h. r imentation.

* Underlying a boy’s rejection of his 
•father (no matter what the surface deta- 
ila of the latter's temperament) there is 
almost invariably a lack of true paternal 
love. For three months Mnnhatten play¬ 
goers have seen spelled out in Robert 
anderson’s n Tea and Sympathy ", Herbert 
Lee, divorced when his son Tom was five* , 
claims to have given the boy everything 
- he has sent him to the best schools and 
kept him in boys’ camps all summer. In 
truth, he has been everything to the boy 
but a father, When Herb Lee le^ns that 
his seemingly effeminate son is falsely 
accused of homosexuality, he does all 
the wrong things. So do many real-life 
parents, whether the charge is false or 
well-found© d t They are fortunate‘'if they 
can get worthwhile help from family or 
friends or even from their ministers* 

One usefifL thing thoy can do is to take 
the boy to a psychiatrist, where, first 
of all, such cobwebswords as "heredity}/ 
"Congenital" and "Hopeless " should be 
swept from their minds, 

A Psychiatrist w£Ll treat the parents as 
much as the boy, in an effort to correct 
the flaws in the youngster’s background. 
He will seem to pay little attention to / 
the sympton of homosexuality, being scr¬ 
upulously careful not to give it dispro¬ 
portionate emphasis. Instead, he will 
help the boy to see how his emotional 
growth has been stunted or twisted by 

he did not understand. Then, 

* when^the, whole personality is once again

the problem of homosexuality can be 
received. 

Psychiatric trebtmea* need not mean pro - 
longed analysis, if the boy is in his 
early teens and not set in his ways, a 
few hours of give and- take interviews 
may suffice. The’ older the boy and the 
more deeply rooted the habit, the longer 
the treatment and the less the chances 
of sucess. Some who will not give up the 
habit can be helped to adjust to society 
so they will do no further harm to others

WYLIE: ESSAY ON MORALS . 

Sex, as it will be necessary to explain 
later,.is the chief vested interest of 
religion. It is a principal concern of 
government. When law and religion were 
embodied together in tribal customs- the 
administration of sex, next to traffic 
in ghosts, constituted the main means £ 
of continuum for those in authority. 
Machinations of tabu and privilege, 
unconscious and traditional though they 
vjere and usually still are, capture the 
libido (the psychic energies) of the 
many, and hold them subject to the auth¬ 
ority of the few. Thus to most people, 
tamberling with.sex concepts was equi¬ 
valent to tampering with the laws of Gdd, 
and to'.the more enlightened minority, 
il amounted to an interference with 
Common Law and hence a violation of 
accumulated common sense. 

I presume .that the doctors of medi¬ 
cine found their first clue to the uncon¬ 
scious mind in sex and began to unravel 
the great snarl of human aberration as 
the sexual end of its infinite skein 
owing to the fact that the instincts 
of sex are at once the most power t’ul 
and the most frustrated of any, in this 
cicilization. The cases which cane 
before their eyes were most often the 
derelicts of conscious-unconscious sex¬ 
ual donflicts and those cases were the 
most dramatic, which- is to say, conspio 
uous. Had the doctors been dealing w3;hh 
American Indians or with Hindus or China¬ 
men, their first clue' to the total 
psyche of man might have come from ano¬ 
ther direction: conflicts arising from 
an inability to accept and assimilate 
the objective environment. 

But their patients were Western men 
and the common symptom, when diagnosed, 
proved to be’ a disease of the sex in¬ 
stinct—or a host of diseases; this cir¬ 
cumstance, while it uncovered inttirc- 
tuality, furthur relegated psychology 
to the doctors. For, in the West, when¬ 
ever some part of sexuality becomes un¬ 
manageable for the priest, and uncon¬ 
trollable for the justice, it is turned 
over to the doctor who, before Freud, 
usually brought it to rest in the 
asylum. / .

EDUCATION I 

Education of the general public-ao as to give them a better understanding 
concerning sex variation* so that all persons may be accepted as individuals 
for their own worlih and not blindly condemned for their emotional make-up s to 
correct general misconceptions* Bigotries* and prejudices resulting from lack 
of accurate information regarding sex variants* 

Education of the homosexuals themselves so that they may better understand 
not only the causes and conditions of sexual variation* but formulate an 
adjustment and pattern of behavior that is acceptable to society in general and 
compatible with recognised institutions of a moral and civilized society with 
respect for the sanctity of home* church> and state* 

INTERGRATION l 

Since deviates desire acceptance into society* it behooves them to assume 
community responsibility,, They should* as individuals, actively affiliate with 
community endeavors* such as civic and welfare organizations* religious 
institutions* and exercise their rights as citizens^ instead of attempting to 
withdraw into an invert society of their own. For only as they make positive 
contributions to the general welfare can they expect acceptance into the 
communities in which they live. 

The long term aim is not only to support well-adjusted deviates with full 
integration into society* but to give special aid to maladjusted homosexuals 
for their own welfare as well as that of the community* 

SOCIAL ACTION t 

To secure the active cooperation and support of existing institutions such 
as psychology departments of universities t state and city welfare group3 ; 
mental hygiene departments in pursuing the programs of education and integration. 

To contact legislators regarding both existing discriminatory statutes and 
proposed revisions and additions to the criminal code in keeping with the 
findings of leading psychiatrists, so that the laws may be promulgated with 
respect to a realistic attitude toward the behavior of human beings. 

To eliminate widespread discrimination in the fields of employment* 
professions and societyp as well as to attain personal social acceptance among 
the respectable members of any community* 

To dispel, the idea that the sex variant is unique* "queer", or unusual* but 
is instead a human being with the same capacities of feeling* thinking and 
accomplishment as any other human being* 

To accomplish these aims in a law-abiding manner* Homosexuals are not seek¬ 
ing to overthrow or destroy any of society*s existing institutions or laws* But 
to be assimilated as constructive, valuable and responsible citizens* Accepted 
democratic processes are to be relied upon as the technique for accomplishing 
this program, 

Wa oppose indecent public behavior, and particularly excoriate those who 
attempt to use force or violence upon any other person whatsoever. 

Although the Ma.ttach.ine Society is a non-sectarian organization and is not 
affiliated with any political organization* It will not tolerate use of itself 
or its name for any subversive political activity or reprehensible conduct*

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A BRIEF HISTORY 


The Mattachine movement had its inception in 19^0 when a group of three men* 
convinced that the time, was ripe for such an idea, gathered several of the*r 
frien.de together a^d inaugurated the first Discussion Group ™Jthe-oharaotsr-stio 
i'oala:-s of what was to treouspe, throe years later, th@ MATTACHINE SOCIETY. 

In til* KBRubtos, *J» orglHEl group Of three had grown to seven and filed Jot 
incorporation as a non-profit, research organization in the State of California 

as the HVTTAGK23E FOUNDATION, . 

To carry on the work of the orginal discussion group, a secret society was 
instituted, headed by several of the orginal members of the FOUNDATION# The 
secrecy in the society extended from top to bottom and, altho indended as a 
measure of protection, it served only to hamstring the functioning of the 
various echelons, or "Orders" as they were a&lled* 

It was the task of tte lowest “Order" to organize and sponsor the discussion 
groups. These groups, numbering anywhere from twenty to fifty people, met in 
various homes every two weeks* It was thru these discussion groups that 
people were introduced to the Mattachine Movement, the groups had the function 
of not only educating the participants but also of offering a measure of . 
group therapy to a people who had hitherto been predominantly suspicious, 

fearful and uneasy. 

It was the lowest “order", too, that furnished the labor for the mailing 
committee and that gathered and forwarded to the foundation the donations 
collected In the discussion groups. 

As the Mattachine movement grew it became apparent that a secret and r.on- 
democratic society was proving to be too great a hindrance to accurateand 
adequate communication between the lowest "order" and the foundation head of 
command. With the increased number of people reached thruathe discussion groupB 
came an insistent sense of responsibility to them amongst the members of the 
lowest "order". A new democratic asjd non-seoret society was very much needed. 

In response to the inportunities of the lowest "order" members, the head of 
the secret society called a convention to form a new organization. Ine 
members of the lowest "order" and other people interested in the movement met 
on April 11, 1993 to create and adopt a constitution for the new society# 

It required another meeting of the convention delegates in May of the same 
year to agree on the final form of the constitution, adopt it, elect officers, 
and pass on resolutions and bylaws to implement the new society. It began its 
work democratically and openly, for a better world for a group of people who, 
one might say, deserve somewhat better of society than they have been, want to 
receive. 

It became apparent during this last session the the orginal founders of the 
movement had built better than they knew. For there emerged from the convention 
a society designed to carry out all the functions of the now-defunet secret 
"orders" plus many of the activites of the Foundation itself, let no disrespect 
for the Foundation and its efforts be inferred. If it had not

Whereas this organization is neither political nor sectarian, and 
whereas we believe that our group can only achieve the social 
integration which it seeks within the framework of a free society* 
and Whereas we find it especially significant that themost brutal and 
restrictive laws against homosexuality occur in those countries, like 
Russia, where the freedom of the individual is most severely limited t 
and Whereas those who attack the basic freedom of the individual in 
this country, both of ithe extreme right and the extreme left, have been 
the most bitter enemies of the homosexual. 

We therefore resolve i to pledge ourselves to fight racial religious and 
sexual discrimination within and outside the organization.

NOW HERE'S HOW IT WORKS - —- Each Chapter elects its ofiicer^/frco its member¬ 

ship, A Chairman,Secretary,Treasurer, and 2 delegates to represent it at Area 
Council These two delegates join the Area Council in discussion of Ohapter and 
Area problems. They carry Information to and from Chapter and Area Council. 

The Area Council elects officers from its membership. The Chairman rtf the Area 
Council represents the Area at the Coordinating Council level* He reports all 
actions and problems from Chapters and Area to the Coordinating Council. This 
means that once each month you are represented to the Area and Coordinating

The Mattachine movement had its inception in 1950 when a group of three men, 
convinced, that the time, was ripe for such an idea, gathered several of the^r 

G y^ / ,*;r TI? t ^??^ a0lier 15110 
feature of what was to becuM*, throe years later, th$ MATTACHINE SOCIETY* 

la the weantisi®, the ordinal group of three had grcwn to fleven and filecl for 
incorporation as a non-profit, -research organization in the State of California 

as the KATTAGH21E FOUNDATION* 

To carry on the work of the drginal discussion group, a seoret society was 
instituted, headed by several of the orginal members of the FOUNDATION* The 
secreoy in the society extended from top to bottom md, altho indended as a 
measure of protection, it served only to hamstring the functioning of the 
various echelons, or "Orders" as they were called* 

It was the task of the lowest "Order" to organize and sponsor the discussion 
groups* These groups, numbering anywhere from twenty to fifty people, met in 
various homes every two weeks* It was thru these discussion groups that 
.. people were introduced to the Mattachine Movement, the. groups had the function 
of not only educating-the participants blit also of offering a measure of 
group therapy to a people who had hitherto been'predominantly suspicious, 

fearful and uneasy* 1

It was the -lowest "order", too, that furnished the labor for the mailing 
, committee and that gathered and forwarded to the foundation the donations 
collected in the discussion groups* 

As the Mattaohine movement grew It became apparent that a secret and non- 
.democratic society was proving to be too great a hindrance to accurate and 
adequate communication between the lowest "order" and the foundation head of 
.. command* With the increased number of pedple reached thnuthe discussion groups 
■ -came an insistent * sense of responsibility td them amongst the members of the 
lowest "order". A new democratic a»d non-seoret sooiety was very much needed. 

In response to the inportunltles of the lowest "order" members, the head of , 

the. secret-society called a convention to form a new organization* The 
members of the lowest "ordefc*" and other people interested in the movement met 
qn April H, 1?53 to create and adopt a constitution for the new society* i 

► -It required another meeting of the convention- delegates in May of the same 
year to agree on the final form of the constitution, .adopt it, elect officere, 
and pass on resolutions and bylaws to implement the new society. It began its 
. work idemoarat3.cKtly and openly, for a better world for a group of people who, 
one might say, deserve somewhat ’better of -society than they have been want to 
receive* . 

It became apparent during this last session the the orginal founders of the 
movement had built better than they knew* For there emerged from the convention 
a society designed to carry out all the functions of the now^-defunet secret

Los .Angeles Legal Chapter No. 10} was suspended- from the Matta- 
chlne Society in action taken bt the Los Angeles Area Council at a 
special meeting held August 20, 1954. Action resulted from the noti¬ 
fication that the Chapter Chairman had engaged in investigations of 
several of its 1 members. Such activities, it vas pointed out, aere in 
direct violation of the anonymity clause of the Constitution of the 
Mattahhine Society and not in the best interests of the Society. The 
action of the Council vas preceded by discussion from both viewpoints 
in meetings of the Legal Chapter and in previous Area Council meet¬ 
ings. The Chapter vt-.a instructed by the Area Council at their pre¬ 
vious meeting to take action against the Chapter’s Chairman, however 
the Chapter did not act in what the Council considered an appropriate 
manner. The Chapter was given further opportunity, at the Council 
meeting but did not respond. In defense of his action, the Chrpter 
Chairman stated that his investigations concerned the threat of 
Com muni am. upon the Society. He further stated that no attenspt had been 
made to obtain information in regard to personal lives of persons in¬ 
volved, This statement, however, wart disputed by one- of the persons •• 
investigated, who 3 aid that questions had been asked of his friends 
and other persons in.regard to Ms personal activities.

Of all tho departments of the lii&ttrchino Society, tho Public Isolations Depart¬ 
ment is tho one about which the least is known and the most questions nskod, 
the ono most common (from Sooicty-mindcd Mattachinors) is "Who is in tho Pub¬ 
lic Rolotions Department, and what do they do?” Tho purpose of this article 
is to answer this question. First of all, tho Public Rotations Department is 
tho largest in tho Mattachino Socioty. Evory member of Mattachino Society. 
Every member of Mattachino, every person who reads this newsletter, everyone 
who is or knows a sox variant, in short, almost ovoryonc is an important part 
of this Dopartnont. YJhilo this naysccn absurd, it is very true. It is not 
difficult to visualizo the effect evory public action by a sox variant has an 
tho opinions oxpressod in nowspnpers, tho thoatro, and in conversations of 
ovoryonc. It is difficult, howover, for many sox variants to realize the eff¬ 
ect non-variants havo on those opinions. And yet, ovory joko about variants, 
evory dorogatory torn usod, helps to make thoso opinions raoro unfavorable. 

Consequently, almost ovoryonc _is important to tho Mattachino—almost 
ovoryonc affoots the public rotation of tho Society, T : ho-problem, of course, 
is to determine what can bo done to asuro that this effect is favorablo. 

This is tho “what" that the Public Realtions Department is attempting to 
accomplish. It is not an overnight job. It is something that will tako a gr- 
oatdoal of tino and onorgy. At the samo time, it is something ovoryonc can do. 
For variants, it moans ronomboring that there is a tine and plaoo for every¬ 
thing, It helps to ronombor tf&t homosoxuals aro somotimes shocked and amazed 
at the actions of other homosoxuals, and to consider how thoso actions would 
appoar to the “uninitiated"# 

For non-variants, tho job is different. It Means saying "homosexual" in- 
stoad of the terms more froquontly hoard; it moans frowning instoad of laugh¬ 
ing at jolcos on tho sox variant. And for both, variant and non-variant alike 
it moans absorbing every bit of available factual information on the subjoct 
and taking advantage of evory opportuntiy to pass it along to anyone recent- 
ivo. This is tho job of ovoryono in the Public Relations Department,;this is 
everyone’s job.

WE ARE BORN TO BELIEVE . ' 

by Mo ARTHUR KLINE, M.D. ' 

Dr. Frankl, president of the 
Austrian Society of Medical Psy- 
ootherapy as well as teacher of 
neurology and psychiatry at the 
University of Vienna, has an en- . 
tirely now approach to medicine 
and psychiatry, which ho calls 
"logothorapy". 

Mon and women yearn for a pur¬ 
pose in life above their own do- 
siros for soxual plcasuro and 
personal ambition; thoy aro born 
with a spiritual urgo as strong 
as thoir instinct of sox and huh- 
gor.

BOOK REVIEW 


SEX IE HISTORY by G. Rattray Taylor (London; Thamos and Hudson, 1953) 

It v«xs porhaps inevitable, in this gcnoraticn of theorists of history, 
that Froud should eventually bo invoked in tho porsistant attempt of his*.- 
orians to bring ordor and cohoronce into tho bewildering spectacle of tlu 
human past, Mr. Taylor’s book is essentially a Freudian theory of history. 
In itso If this would seem to be a promising sort of procooduros tho game 
of historical interpretation, as typified by Toynbee, his followers, and 
his opponents, has often seemed to mo to be one in which tho rulos arc de¬ 
termined solely by the prejudices of the historian himself. Mr. Taylor is 
unbiased? he is perfectly straightforward about his Freudian and Humanist 
orientation. But what is promising is that in basing his interpretations 
on psychoanalytical theory he is employing a fairly precise tool, develop¬ 
ed and sharpened by others,’ and not wholly dependent upon his own whim. 
Furthermore, Mr. Taylor is interested in more or less ultimate historical 
causes? tho fact, for instance, that the idea of the "divine 1 ' mistress 
(leading to the tradition of adulterous, courtly love, which flourished 
among tho Provencal minstrels in the midst of severe sexual repression 
imposed by the Church) was probably "influenced" by elements in Arabic 
pootry, or tho fact that tho marked rise of homosexuality among English 
clergy and laity in the Twelfth Century nay have boon "influenced" by tho 
Norman invasion, theso appeals to tho ’’influence 1 ' do not satisy the author* 
Ho wishes to ask why there should have arisen at theso times in history 
groups of people who were willing to accept thoso ^influences" and to act 
upon them. ' _ • 

The rationale of his approach is simple; society consists of indi¬ 
viduals? the Freudian theory has a number of illuminating things to say 
about tho development of individuals and the basic psychic dispositions 
which mold their future bchaviorand tho choices they make among tho many 
influoneos in their environments their attitudes toward sex arc sign¬ 
ificant indexes of their basic psychic dispositions; ergo - a history of 
human sexual practices and attitudes, interpreted by the Freudian theory. 

The author’s proccodurc is likewise simple - perhaps too simple. He 
operates essentially with only two sots of terms; (l) Eros and Thanatos, 
When Eros, tho drive towards lover, creation, and pleasure, is blocked of 
.normal ojutfets, it forces itself out deviously and obsessionally in forms 
of destruction, pain and death.~ Thanatos. (2) Matr'ism and Patrism;. given 
two parents, tho child is, in most human societies, moro or loss forced 
in the process of becoming an individual to make a basic identification 
with one or tho other of thorn and tho qualities they represent. Thus tho 
mother-identifier or matrist tends to bccomo a permissive, spontaneous, 
pleasure-loving, progressive individual, who accords women a high social 
statue, but who harbors a deep, constant fear .of incest as the most 
horrible of crimes and as an ever present threat, Tho father-identifier 
or pntrist, conversely, tends to develop a conservative, author! ten ia..i 
character, fearing pleasure and spontaneity,- valuing chastity abc-vo bmw 
welfare, looking upon women as inferior, unclean, sinful creatures, o i: 
harboring a deep fear of homosexuality as tho most horrible of crimes 
os an over-prosent threat,

Armed with these neatly opposed concepts., the author marches through 
European History, from the Mother-religions of the ancient world, through 
the patriot repressions of Pan list shrist lenity, to what lie believes is 
the growing matrism of the twentieth century» V/hat he shows v.s P essentially, 
is a perpetual alteration of ages dominated r\ow by patristsnovr by mat- 
rists, pointing out the evils which have resulted when either of these or¬ 
ientations toward sox was carried to excessive, obsessional limits by the 
dominant group. He ascribes the condemnation of the arts,, cf dancing,, and 
of almost all other forms of, human spontaneity and pleasure in.Puritan Re¬ 
formation to the obsessional patrism of Calvin, Knox, and other Protostunt 
loaders. Despite his apparent partiality to the relative .sanity of the 
metrist periods, the author mildly deplores the endless round of violent 
oscillation engendered by either of those exclusive identifications and 
several times holds up the hypothetical ideal of a civilization, which would 
allow its ohildron to*meld themselves upon the best qualities of both par¬ 
ents. Ho does not seen to believe very seriously, however, in the possibil- 
ity of this ideal. 

Plausib'lo and attractive as the author’s scheme is in its simplicity, 
one must point out that there arc many questions which it fails to answor. 

It is, though, a truism to point out that historians with, simple, clo.dr-cut 
thcorios always do better with the past than with the present, which is 
bound to lx>k wore complex to those who live in it than it probably will 
to future historians. 

With or without its faults, Hr. Taylor's book deserves a more careful 
study than there is room for here. It is full of illuminating and stim¬ 
ulating ideas, and it offers v/hat is perhaps the most sobering and yet op¬ 
timistic historical proposition ovor put forth— that more significant re¬ 
volutions in human history arc determined in tho cradle than on the battlo- 
fiold.

N type; 16$ of homosexuals fall under R type, and 30ft do not fall In any 
category which is classifiable® Tho remaining are found In border 
lino positions mostly close to the N* and R types® Tertetivoly, Dr® Hooker 
concluded that homosexuals vary widely in personality structure and do 
not constitute a distinct type* It may be that the Mattachine Society Is 
not typical of the total homosexual group and that the largo numbers of
